A LOUD TALKER AT 


HIS WIPE'S TRIAL 


Woman-is in Court to 'An- 


swer for Her Part in 


Stealing Whitla Boy. 


Mercer, Pa., May 7.—The court 


oom was' packed this morning when 
he trial of Mrs. James Boyle, indict- 
d as an accessory to the kidnaping 
f Billy Whilla, was resumed. 
To avoid any repetition of last eve- 
ing's demonstration of hostility when 
vomen of Mercer applied opprobious 
pithets to her, the prisoner was driv- 
n to the court"house in a closed car- 
iage. 
Billy Whitla was" the-first, witness. 


He repeated substantially his- testi- 
mony of-yesterday, given in the case 
against James HT.--Boyle. In ief&rrins 
o Boyle the- boy^ called toim "Jonesy" 
having. been told at - the time of the 
abduction, the.man's name was Jones. 
He testified that when he arrived at 
he house in Cleveland' with "Jonesy" 
hey met'a woman. He said; 


'Jonesy' told me she was another 


"ones. Mrs. Jones, said she had eat- 
en supper 
but' told 
me to eat. 


onesy told me the woman • was his 
cousin." 


Lad Identifies Woman, 


The boy identified Mrs. 'Boyle 'as 


he woman who-had cared for-him in 
Cleveland and whom he had known as 
Mrs. Jones. 
He identified a nurses' 


outfit as the clothing Mrs.- Jones had 
worn. 
. 


The. prosecution offered, in evidence 


the note written for "Billy" to carry 
on the street car-on his way to the 
Hollenden -house when he was re- 
turned to his father. The defense.ob- 
jected, claiming it did not concern 
Mrs. Boyle. 


"Billy" stated, however, that it was 


given to him in -Mrs. Boyle's 
pres- 


ence and it was admitted. 


On cross • examination the boy was 


asked but one question, as to whether 
Jones alone' went with him to the 
street car when he was sent back to 
his father. His reply was that Jones 
alone had gone with him. 
Several 


other witnesses gave practically -the 
same testimony they gave yesterday 
in regard to the kidnaping. 


Boyle Breaks'In. 


Declaring that he had not had a fair 


trial and that he wanted to tell the 
whole truth about the kidnaping case 
James H. Boyle created a commotion 
in the court room today. Boyle was 
put on the witness'stand for. the state 
and asked to produce the first'letter to 
Mr. Whitla demanding $10,000 ransom 
Without any .reference to ' the letter 
Boyle almost shouted out: 


"I want to'tell the truth about this 


case now.. I want the whole 
thing 


cleared up. I was not to blame. The 
whole blame was on someone else."

Mrs.1 Frieda-Weiss, a widow,-43 years!

died at 10:30-o'clock Thursday night 
from accidental poisoning art-hour and- 
a half after she had made a fatal mis- 
take in getting hold of .some strych- 
nine ' tablets instead '-' of •' a'-harmless 
stomach remedy., which she had been 
accustomed to:take. Physicians who 
were summoned 'were unable to coun- 
teract the effects of the poison, and 
death ensued after the - woman had 
suffered in.convulsions for some time. 


Distressing Circumstances, 


Circumstances surrounding the case 


are peculiarly distressing. Mrs. Weiss 
was 'left a widow by the death-of her 
husband, Charles Weiss, about one- 
year ago,.and her own. health was im- 
paired by stomach trouble, to which 
she was' subject. The family was pre- 
paring to remove today to the • south 
side of the city and the household ef- 
fects were packed up yesterday by the 
daughter, .Mrs. L. F. .Wolever, while 
the mother was -In attendance at a 
party, -In the preparations for moving 
the .. contents of the • family medicine 
chest had been placed-upon a shelf in 
the sitting room.- In the assortment 
were the stomach tablets, which the 
mother had been accustomed to take, 
as well, as a few -strychnia tablets 
which are said to have been the re- 
mainder of those used during the hus- 
band's, illness a-year ago. 


Takes Wrong Tablets. 


Mrs. Weiss returned home about 8 


o'clock Thursday evening and as she 
entered, remarked to her daughter that 
'she'had been suffering from her stom- 
ach complaint during the entire after- 
noon. Within a short time sho retired, 
but' about 3. o'clock arose, procured 
what she believed were the stomach 
tablets and swallowed several of them. 
A little later the daughter discovered 
that the mother's sufferings were more 
acute, and a physician was summoned. 
By this time the daughter made the 
horrifying 
discovery that the box 


which had contained, the strychnine 
tablets was empty. The condition of 
the mother was at once diagnosed as 
strychnine 
poisoning, but physicians 


laborer! ineffectually to counteract it. 
Between convulsions the mother in- 
sisted that she had taken oniy her own 
medicine, and did not regard her own 
condition as alarming, declaring that 
she had often been ill and that she 
would soon be Iwtter. 
Finally Believed She Had Blundered. 


Finally she admitted that she might 


have made a mist-ike and gotten hold 
of the strychnine instead of her own 
medicine.

Senator Clapp Says Repub- 


licans Promised Down-... 


ward Revision. 


Washington, May 7.—The session of 


the senate was begun today with a 
speech by Senator Clapp, of Minneso- ' 
ta, who commented upon the policy of 
protection- and referred to distinctions 
between a protective tariff and a tar- 
iff for revenue only. 


The promise of the republican par- 


ly, Mr. Ciapp declared, was that the 
tariff should be revised downward, 
and he asserted 
that promise 
had 


been made in response to a positive 
demand. He said the position on the 
part of the protective interests was 
that 
"We should !et well enough 


alone and on the part of the consum- 
ers that the tariff should be revised." 


Declaring that it congress should 


fail now to lower the tariff rates, the 
democratic party would be put in po- 
sition so as to revise it two years 
hence. Mr. Clapp said he did not wish 
to use threats but merely to tell the 
truth. 


"The American people." he added, 


"have determined upon this revision 
downward', and anything else will dis- 
appoint them. It 
may be In your 


power." he said, as he faced the re- 
publican senators, "to net contrary to 
the wishes of the people, but so sure 
as you do. two years from now this 
tariff 
will be revised not by the 


friends of protection, but by the ene- 
mies of protection." 


: Cincinnati, O., May 7.—The jury in 
the case of Louis W- Foster and five 
others who -were charged with using 
the mails to defraud in the running of 
a so-called "bucket shop" returned a 
verdict of guilty in the' United States 
district court -here today. 


The ..men found guilty are-Louis W. 


Foster, John Gorman, W. J. Campbell, 
A. C. Baldwin, John M. Scott and Ed- 
win F. Hell. 


The-defendants were found guilty on 


the charge of using the United States 
mails to further a scheme to defraud. 
The penalty is a fine of from $1,000 to 
55,000, eighteen months in the peniten- 
tiary, or both.

Judge Miller,-Outcalt,-attorney for 


the defense, gave notice that ho would 
file a motion for a new trial. In the 
meantime the defendants are 
given 


their liberty under bond. 


Continued Old Business. 


William D. O'Deli, wno died hero 


several years ago, left an estate esti- 
mated at 52.000,000. He amassed this 
fortune by running a bucket shop on 
a larger scale than ever before known 
in this country, having branches in all 
the principal cities and towns in the 
west and south.- At his death the de- 
fendants found guilty today continued 
the O'Deli Brokerage company. Tho 
defendants, 
Gorman. Baldwin, Scott 


and Hell, were formerly telegraph op- 
erators in the employ of O'Deli. Wil- 
liam Dudley, telegraph operator, and 
Attorney Thomas Shay. i>oth of whom 
are dead, were interested as partners 
with the defendants at one time. AH 
these men are credited with cleaning 
up $1,000,000. most of which, however, 
Gorman, Dudley and Shay retained.

of a citizens' committee to lay plans 
for a local option election In Marian 
county and have the matter "out of the 
way" by the time the municipal cam- 
paign begins to enliven. The prohibi- 
tionists believe the temperance ques- 
tion should not enter into the city cam- 
paign, and that to get it over before 
the election Is held will bo generally 
satisfactory.

ioress of St. Mary's 


School, is No More. 


Sister Mary Soltna, member of the 


order of the School Sisters of Notre 
Dame, and for forty-two years identi- 
fied with St. Mary's Catholic schools 
In Fort Wayne, died at noon today at 
St Joseph's hospital, where on Thurs- 
day she had submitted to an operation 
for the removal of gall stones. Sister 
Solina was 68 years of age, and her 
long and devoted service in the schools 
of St. Mary's parish had made her 
widely known and universally revered.

Here she was engaged as a teacher at 
St. Mary's school and In 1877 was made 
superioress, thus spending nearly for- 
ty-two years at the local Institution. 
Mother Phllomlna, one of the superior 
generals of, the order and superior of 
tho mother house at Milwaukee, ar- 
rived in tho city Thursday evening. 
She Is the only sister'of the deceased, 
who Is also survived by a brother, Jo- 
seph Bosch, a prominent banker and 
business man of Lake Linden, Upper 
Michigan.

month. Professor Todd and Mr. Stev- 
ens planned to make the experiments 
near Springfield, Mass., but Lieutenant 
Frank P. Lahm, of the aeronautic di- 
vision of the 
United States signal 


corps, has invited them to make the 
ascents near Canton. Ohio. The inter- 
ior Lieutenant Lahm believes to be 
preferable, because it is freer from sea- 
ward air currents. 


If Professor Tofld's experiment is 


successful he will appeal to scientists 
to co-operate in the establishment of 
an astronomical observatory on one 
of the highest mountain peaks in the 
world. 


"Such an observatory." he said, 


"would revolutionize astronomy. From 
my experience in the Andes two years 
ago we found that 14.000 feet elevation 
gave a very material advantage for ob- 
servations. Unquestionably an obser- 
vatory at say 2B.OOO feet would lead to 
discoveries which would 
absolutely 


rovolutionlze our knowledge of other 
worlds. There is no dispute over the 
fact that the highest mountain peaks, 
with their steady atmosphere, arc the 
best places to mount telescopes, but 
they have been absolutely impractic- 
able because the rare atmosphere made 
livinp impossible for the observers. 


"While I was in tho Andes I ex- 


perimented with a metal tank in which 
compressed air was used to produce 
the breathing conditions of lower alti- 
tudes. I found that observations could 
w«il be made from such a tank, and 
that by the use of the compressed air 
I could avoid mountain sickness."

SALOON REVENUES. 


[Washington, (l!;d.) Herald.] 


In many instances where the- new 


county option law has been applied 
the authorities will be hard put to 
provide for the deficit created by the 
vanished snloons. 
This will be true 


of many cities and not a few towns, 
for in most cases the saloons In the 
corporations paid a tax of $150 a year 
each for the town governments and 
5250 a year for the ''Hies. Washing- 
ton, for example, will have to find 
some way to get about S3.000 a year 
that the city's general fund has here- 
tofore obtained from the saloon and 
brewery agency licenses. 


Tiut this trouble largely will be felt 


only in the municipalities. The coun- 
ties otherwise will not be seriously 
hurt. And the public schools will not 
bp greatly damaged by the loss of 
revenue from the saloons. 
The 5100 


fee charged by the state for each sa- 
loon goes into the school fund of the 
county where the saloon is situated. 
The counties that heretofore were 
without saloons received no revenue 
from them for the schools. 
Daviess 


county will have to make up for the 
county school fund but $4.000 a year. 
In the state in 1907 there %vere 5,214 
Saloons, from which a total revenue 
for the schools was derived of 5521,- 
400, but this sum when scattered over 
the whole stnte is not by any means 
an appalling figure. 


All the counties are not going to 


put out the saloons. 
Four already 


have voted to retain them, and it is 
fair to assume that the large centers 
ot population will not vote against 
them, at least not for the time being. 
A 
conservative estimate of these 


counties Indicates that at least 2,600 
saloons will remain in Indiana, which 
means a continuation of the school 
revenue for these counties, amounting 
In nil to $260,000, to be divided among 
eighty odd counties. The revenue wili 
just about be cut in two. 


Twenty years ago the whole state 


revenue from the saloons was but a 
little In excess of 
$250,000.

the 


schools got along then all right, there 
is no reason to believe th'at they can 
not be'maintained now without a dol- 
lar from the saloons.

Captain Fremont of Navy 


Says Cannot Hit Mark 


from High Up. 


New Orleans, La., May 7.—Captain 


John C. Fremont, of the U. S. S. Mis- 
sissippi, now in New Orleans harbor 
Is not'a-bolicver in the theory that the 
battleship is to be relegated by the 
adoption ofaerial navigation. 


In discussing the matter he said: 
"Did you ever try to drop a marble 


from the second story of a building in 
to a hat on the ground? Well, that is 
just about as easy to do as it is to 
drop a lyddite shell from an airship 
upon a battleship or a Dreadnought 
The currents of the.air will cause the 
shell to land some place other than 
that designed, invariably. There i: 
nothing of sufficient carrying pi>wc 
yet to bring about tho navigation o 
the air by any sort of a ship which wil 
carry a gun or 
instrument whle 


would direct the fire accurately of , 
downward projectile. 


"It will bo many years before aerial 


navigation becomes a source of ox- 
tremo danger to the navies of the 
world, and it will nrver bo until thoro 
is some better propelling power than 
a gas engine. Instead of n. force which 
generates one 
horso 
pmver 
to the 


pound, there must bo something which 
will bo able to generate a horse power 
to an ounce of combustible gas. Thon 
there must be something which will 
sustain weight in the air and which 
cannot bo found and shot to pieces liy 
guns from tho earth. At present, from 
recent experiments, It has boon shown 
that an aerial vossnl is helpless and 
can ho shot to pieces at an altitude of 
several thousand feet, more than two 
miles, before It can reach a position 
anything like directly over the object 
it seeks to attack."

Deadly Copperhead Crawls 


in Car and Forces Man 


to Keep Up Speed. 


Richmond, Ky.. May 7.—Allen Zarr- 


ing. a millor, yesterday dedicated his 
new automobile in a unique ceremony. 
Incidentally Zarring was in great dan- 
ger for some time and, strangely, it 
was speeding that saved his life in- 
stead of threatening it. 


Zarring went out into the country 


on business and while he was talking 
over tho deal a big copperhead snake 
crawled up and snuggled Itself in the 
laprobo on the floor of the machine. 
When Zarring started home the snake 
r.aiscd its head and showed its fangs 
to SCarring. Too astonished at llrst to 
jump or do anything else, the miller 
sat Inert while tho reptile wound itself 
aroung his log and the brake, of the 
auto. Thon Zarring got scared. 
Not 


realizing what he was doing, he jerked 


i tho lever open and let the machine go 


its best. 


The snake moved around a little 


when the motor car had attained its 
full speed und Its head was within an 
inch or two of the brake handle. In 
this position it swayed its head back 
and forth and thrust out its 
fangs 


whenever the man looked as if he 
wore about to make a move. 


Zarring has 
mo.ro than 
ordinary 


nerve, and after the llrst shock the 
snake 
had 
given him—which 
had 


caused him inadvertently to start the 
machine In Its wild rid*—ho regained 
as much composure as tho critloal sit- 
uation would admit. Several times h« 
essayed to put the brakes on the car 
and attempt to leap for his life, but 
every time ho started his hand toward 
the lever the snake anticipated the ac- 
tion and showed those deadly fangs. 


So Zarring could do nothing but "sit 


tight" and trust to luck. He 
came 


through Richmond'at full tilt, keeping 
the middle of tho road and his eye on 
the snake, which every second might 
strike him. Ho was afraid to turn his 
head to beckon help as he shot through 
the town, but another autoist, in pass- 
ing, noticed his set face and, reversing 
his machine, started in pursuit to learn 
what was the matter. 


After a two mile chase the runaway 


was overtaken. When the pursuing 
automobilist got beside Zarring's ma' 
chine he saw the miller's predicament. 
The rescuer acted quickly and effec- 
tivelv. At his side was his cane, a 
heavy walking stick. This he wielded 
once, twice, thrice. Each time he hit 
tho snake, and at the third blow the 
reptile unwound itself 
and toppled 


over on the ground, where 
it 
was 


smashed to death under the wheels of 
the Zarring car. 


After Zarring had recovered from his 


fright he picked' up the dead snake, 
thanked his rescuer, and returned to 
town. He says he will have the reptile 
mounted by a taxidermist.

Actuary Tells of It and 


Says Preventable De- 


mise is Shocking. 


New York. May 7.—At the twentieth 


annual meeting of the Actuarial So- 
ciety of America yesterday about 100 
actuaries were -present from all parts 
of the United States. Canada and 
Mexico. The most important address 
was that of the new president, John 
K. Gore, of Newark, on «ie subject ol 
lengthening human life. 


Mr. Gore said there was evidence 


that for more ihan 200 years there had 
been in Europe and America a more or 
less continuous increase in the meat 
duration of human lire, although it 
was true that until the last halt cen- 
tury statistics o£ general population 
had not been kept in any degree of ac- 
curacy. 


There were communities, however 


where records had been kept a long 
time. One of these 
was 
Geneva 


Switzerland, where, excepting 
th< 


years 1556 to 1D70, there had been kep 
a continuous record or marriages 
births and deaths since 15G1. 
The data 


might be defective, but 
viewed in 


•groups of twenty, thirty, or more year: 
there had been observed a gradual nn< 
almost continuous decrease 
in thi 


death rate. 


"As compared with fifty years of thi 


sixteenth 
century,", said 
Gore, "thu 


death rate for the seventeenth centurj 
shows a decrease of one-Iitth for th 
ages of 51 to CO, a decrease of one 
eighth for ages of 61 to 70, and a <le 
crease -of one fiftieth for the ages o 
71 to 80. The ages of 81 to 90 show an 
increase of one-ninth in the death rate. 


"Figures for thirty-three years early 


in tho nineteenth.century included in 
the tabulation show a decrease of one- 
half in the death rate as compared to 
those of the sixteenth, century for the 
ages of 40 to 50. For the ages of SI 
to 90 the rate grew one-eighth. 


"A larger and larger percentage of 


persona live up to and through the 
reproductive and productive periods of 
life," continued Gore. "Disregarding if 
we will the sentimental and humanita- 
rian Bides of the question, we musi 
nevertheless appreciate the tremendous 
economic value of this great addition 
to the producing years of life. 
Nor 


apparently has the limit been reach- 
ed,^ for 
thousands' of preventable 


deaths still occur every year. 
Since 


1871 deaths by typhoid have decreased 
from 5 per 10,000 to 3. This cause of 
death eventually 
should be almost 


eliminated." 


The speaker said other diseases and 


causes of death apparently 
had in- 


creased in activity In the last thirty 
| or forty years in spite of improvement 


in the general 
mortality rate. The 


death' rates of heart disease, urinary 
disease, and suicide average more than 
50 per cent higher than thirty years 
ago, 
he said. He added that too much 


could not be said in praise of the pres- 
ent national and international move- 
ment against tuberculosis.

VACATING A PULPIT. 


o International Bible Lesson for May 9,.19.09. (Acts 13:13-52.) 


John "Wesley had an infallible rule ] 


by which he decided the fitness of can- 
didates for the ministry. He sent them 
out upon a tour of. the churches, and 
when .they, returned he had three ques- 
tions to ask as follows: -Was anybody 
converted? Was anybody sanctified.? 
•Was anybody mad? If the.candidate 
could give an affirmative reply to any 
one of these'questions, he'was consid- 
ered eligible, but if he had to confess 
that he could neither get people con- 
yerted, sanctified nor mad it was 
pretty conclusive evidence that he was 
not called to preach. The gospel Is the 
power of God unto salvation; its pro- 
clamation makes men better or worse, 
and that man may well be doubtful of 
•his right to occupy 'a pulpit whose 
words leave no influence upon men one 
way or the other. 


Opposition Aroused. 


There are some modern preachers 


who gel into a panic when they dis- 
cover that their message has aroused 
opposition; .whereas that is one of the 
clearest evidences that they are fol- 
lowing instructions and demonstrating 
their fitness to stand as ambassadors 
for Christ. The great preachers from 
Elijah down have created a disturb- 


ance. " The- true messenger will always 
cause a rattling among .the dry bones. 
No man of God should' ever apologize 
for disturbing the peace of somnolent 
saints or rebuking sin in high places. 
Of course it will be understood that I 
make no plea for boorishness, person- 
alities, antagonism of individuals or 
using the pulpit of God's house to in- 
dulge In abusive language. But'when 
the proclamation of the gospel'.arouses 
opposition it should be regarded by 
every man as an evidence of piety and 
power. 
. . 


The apostle Paul came to just such 


an experience at Antioch in PIsidia on 
his first missionary, tour,. The first 
sermon he .preached pleased the people 
so much that they begged him to stay 
through the week and occupy the pul- 
pit the next Sabbath. All that, week 
the Jews were talking 'up 'the' 'great 
preacher- and urging tho brethren • to 
come out and hear him. But the Gen- 
tiles 'also became interested and' they 
packed the synagogue when the daj 
of service came. 
But what was -the 


surprise and 'indignation of the Jews 
when they heard the' same sermon 
preached,. with a Gentile application

Judge Taylor Speaks. 


Judge Robert E. Taylor's remarks 


were of especial value to the younger 
members of the profession, dealing 
with the things they might expect to 
gain from the practice of the law. 


They should not, he said, expect to 


gain a great deal of money. But they 
might reasonably expect to gain an 
appellation, arid in this connection he 
declared 
that 
the 
appellation of 


"judge" was the easiest to acquire. It 
is a common Impression, said Judge 
Taylor, that a judge must know some 
law. 
Nothing is farther from 
the 


truth. The attorneys in the case will 
see that the court is supplied with 
reams upon reams of nicely printed 
and indexed law and all that he Is 
required to do is to pick out that 
which he most desires to put In effect. 
Continuing his mood, Judge Taylor 
declared that a lawyer might become 
a. "mentioned." 


In explanation he declared that a 


mentioned -was one who was 'men- 
tioned for something he' didn't get. 
He placed himself in this class by re- 
ferring to the fact that- he had been 
mentioned for a seat In the United 
States_ senate eleven years ago, and 
got a laugh at the expense of the 
Hon. E. G. Hoffman by recounting his 
efforts in the same line. In conclud- 
ing, he paid a. tribute to' his chosen 
profession by declaring that there 
was no field of endeavor which per- 
mitted Its laborer to respond to the 
influences and advantages of intel- 
lectual development or to enjoy the 
'benefits of good society as tt.e law. 


Mr. Colerick's Reminiscences. 


Hon. Henry Colerlck -was the final 


speaker, and he gave in an inimitable 
way a delightful symposium of remi- 
^iscences of the Alien county bar. He 
paid tribute to the memory of -those 
-who have made the bar famous in-thc 
past, spoke of the harmony and the 
good will now prevailing, and com- 
mended the spirit of the profession 
which works for the uplift of human- 
ity, the correction, of wrong and the 
securing of absolute justice for every 
man. 


Judge Allen Zollaxs, now a patient 


at Hope hospital recovering from a 
serious surgical operation, -was feel- 
ingly remembered by. his associates, 
and Mr. Ereen spoke of the high re- 
gard of the lawyers for their dis- 
tinguished associate.

dent Hoosevelt -declares In an article 
in this -week's Outlook -that it is the 
fluty of America to wait and see 
whether Japan succeeds in prevent- 
ing the Immigration to this country of 
any appreciable number of Japanese

classes.1 If Japan fails, fte writes, 
this government must protect itself 
by treaty or ^sgislation; but ha adds: 


"It would be doubly Incumbent up- 


on us to'take the action in the way 
that mould provoke tha least possible 
friction and cause the least possible 
hard feeling."

Mr. Roosevelt is unsparing in his 


praise of the Japanese. He charac- 
terizes them as "a highly civilized 
people, of extraordinary military, ar- 
tistic, and industrial developments; 
they arc proud, warlike, and' sensi- 
tive," he adds, and continues:

He 
found that none of the freight had 
suffered either from the fumes or wa- 
ter. Mr. Hammond said that bromine 
was not listed with the acids, the in- 
flammable nor the explosive articles 
usually sent by freight and that he 
knew nothing concerning tho stuff 
other than that it was used exclusive- 
ly by photographers and chemists. 
There were five cases of bromine in 
the lot, all consigned to parties in 
East St. Louis. 
No marks on the 


packages indicated the character of 
their contents. Four of the cases re- 
mained intact and will be forwarded 
to their destination. The contents o£ 
the other case were destroyed.
